The dead are: 
August Benedict, aged 59, from burns. 
John Lockwood, aged 66, crushed by 
falling timbers, 
Unknown man, burned to death. 
The fire was discovered at 6 o’clock on 
the ground floor of the building which 
occupies a city block. 
W hile the alarm 
was being sounded the flames had crept 
up a chute to the third floor and by the 
time the firemen arrived the rfntire 
building was a mass of flames aud 
doomed. 
The attention of the fire de­ 
partm ent was turned to rescuing the 
people who were hanging to the w in­ 
dows or who were lying ou the side­ 
walks helpless, and to saving adjoining 
property. 
Many employes leaped from the w in­ 
dows and made their escape. 
Two firemen were badly burt.
